THE 
MASSACRE 
OF 
HORSES. 


Hideous First Act .of the. Bull right at 
' 
Vulenciii. 


The first act of. the .bull fight 
at 


Valencia might be called the massacre 
of .the horses, says the Saturday Re- 
view. There is no pretense of fight- 
ing and the picador rarely attempts, to 
save his horse, although nothing would 
be easier; on the contrary, the horse 
is deliberately offered to tke bull, with 
the very considerable chance.of course, 
tb-at the 
picador 
himself 
may 
be 


wounded -through his pads, 'or as he 
rolls over with his horse. The horses 
are old and lean, one eye is often 
bandaged, and if,' as; they often do, 
they press back in terror against ''the 
barrier, or -become \inmanageable, a 
red-coated chulo comes forward 
and 


takes the • bridle and another follows 
with a stick, and the horse is led up 
to the bull and placed sideways " to 
receive the charge. The bull, who has 
not the slightest desire to attack the 
horse, is finally teased into .irritation 
by the red coats and the pink cloaks 
which are tossed and flaunted before 
him. He paws the ground, puts down, 
his head and charges. The pike pricks 
him and his horns plunge Into the 
horse's belly or are caught; on 
the 


loose wooden saddle, or,-as happened 
recently, scrape the picador's leg. The 
cloaks are flourished again and the 
bull follows them. Then the horse, if 
he; is still on his feet, is again turned 
to the bull. Thereiis a great red hole 
in him and the blood,drips; but he is 
dragged and beaten forward. The bull 
plunges at him a second time, and 
this time he rolls over with.his rider, 
who scrambles out from under him, his 
yellow clothes 
stained with- 'blood. 


Then one chulo takes the bridle and 
beats the hcrse on the head and an- 
other chulo drags him by the tail; and, 
if he can, he staggers to his feet. He i 
is literally 'falling to pieces; he has 1 
not ten minutes to live; but the sad- • 
die is thrown on him again and. the! 
picador helped into the saddle;

makes a few steps, tho. picador drives 
his heels into him, and then jumps oft 
as he falls "for the last time and! lies 
kicking on the ground, a. tor-n, and 
battered and sopping mass!

THE PRESIDENT'S POLICY. 


Will Hold the Flilllpplnei Until CongreH 


Shnll Otherwise Dictate. 


Boston, Feb. 17.—President McKin- 


!ey, for the first time since De\vey'a 
Tlctory at Manila, has made" publia 
declaration of what has been and la 
the policy of the administration, re- 
garding, the Philippines. 
This public 


declaration was made by him here 
Thursday at the banquet of the Home 
Market club, at which he was the 
ruest of honor. He proclaimed It to 
>e his duty, as the chief executive of 
;he nation, • to possess and hold the. 
"•hilippines until congress shall direct 
otherwise. He also stated that at no 
:ime did one word or line go -from him 
Jither to Manila or the American peace 
:ommissioners whiqh did not place as 
:he first consideration the welfare and 
rights of the Filipinos. To this he 
added, that "no imperial designs lurk 
in the American mind.'-' The presi- 
dent made the following declaration: 


"The Philippines, like Cuba and 


Porto Rico, -were intrusted 
to 
our 


hands by the war, and to that great 
trust, under the. providence of God 
and irt the name of human progress 
and civilization, we are committed. 
It is a trust we have not sought; it 
is. a trust from which- we will 
not 


flinch. The American people will hold 
up the hands of their ' servants- at 
home to wlibm they commit its exe- 
cution, while Dewoy and Otis and thc- 
b'rave men whom they command'will 
have the support of the country in up- 
holding our flag where-it'"now floats, 
the symbol and. assurance of liberty 
and justice."

Foreign Affairs. 


Washington, Feb. 17.—House lead- 


ers familiar with foreign questions say 
no programme has been matured or 
even outlined thus far as to what will 
be done with the McEnery resolution 
relating to ..the Philippines, passed by 
the senate. It will probably go to the 
foreign 
affairs 
committee although 


the point has been made that with the 
ratification of the treaty the Philip- 
pines are no longer\foreign territory. 


This view is held by Chairman Knox 


of the committee on territories.' The 
foreign affairs committee meets on 
the call of Chairman Hitt, and no no- 
tice of a meeting has been given. Mr. 
Hitt said he would talk with his com- 
mittee associates before determining 
on any plan.
